One of 
tho passengers says: "We hud 


average fair weather from tho day of leaving 
Now York until Sunday, April 12, when the 
wind began to rise and the sen to become 
rough. On Monday inorniii^ the storm 
burst .'u all its fury. 
The wind from the 


uortheast raised vast waves, which broke 
furiously upon the deck, sweeping off every 
movable object. 
Tbe smokepipe wns nnr- 


tinliy torn out of its place; the water, pour- 
ing in the compauionways, penetrated to nil 
parts of tho iteaniEr; at every 
moment 


shocks caused by shipping vast quantities of 
water were painfully felt, aud were follow- 
ed by (ho gurgling sound of the water in its 
d s.'iut into the hold of the ship. 


Tho fires were several times extinguished. 


Dining the night the storm continued una- 
bated, so that it was almost impossible to 
manage the ship. The night of Monday and 
Tuesday morning the weather was atrocious, 
but the passengers preserved their calmness 
and reposed entire confidence in the skill of 
the captain. 
During Tuesday the wind 


abated and tho sea became less furious. All 
hands were set to work at the pumps. Up 
• 


to this time the passengers had not suspect- 
ed that there was a leak, but this dread fact 
soon became evident, for despite the vast 
quantities of water pumped out it still seelu- 
ed to gain on the ship. The dtinction of 
the fire causing the stoppage of the machin- 
ery, a consultation was held by the engineers 
and captain and further unavailing searches 
wero made to find out and stop tho leak. In 
the meantime 
the passengers suspected 


nothing. 
A few, 
however, 
feeling 
in

movement of 
the vessil 


something abnormal, 
went 
on 
deck 


and 
by tho disordered motion perceiv- 


ed that tho steamer had becomo ungovern- 
able. 
Cnpt. Kosseau was on the bridge 


perfectly calm, saying nothing but anxious- 
ly scanning the horizon. 
About 3 p. si. 


another effort was made to relight the firn 
and sot tho machinery in motion. Beds acd 
chairs were demolished to provide fuel, 
but all was in vain. At this moment three 
sails were sighted and tho Ameriquo flung 
out signals of distress to which tho vessels 
replied by hastening towards the imperilled 
steamer. In ttie mean time Copt. Rosaeau 
summoned all the passengers and crew upon 
deck, and, in a loud voice, directed them 
all to be calm and prudent and to put on 
their life-preservers. 
The consternation 


produced by thissignificant order lasted but 
a few moments, for the rescuing vessels 
wero fast approaching, and it was supposed 
that the work of transfer would bs easily ac- 
complished, despite the heavy waves, Wo 
wero nil struck, even at this mement of 
supremo danger, by the intrepidity of tho 
firemen aud engineers. 
At the command of 


the captain these bravo people plunged 
again into the deep black mud, formed by 
coal ashes aud sea water, and tried to dis- 
cover the leak, and this last effort failing, 
all efforts were directed toward saving the 
passengers. 


Tho vessel nearest tho Ameriquo was the 


Norwegian bark, which was about a half 
mile from the steamer. 
Capt. IJosseau 


launched the boats and had tho women and 
children passed into them, the rest of the 
• 


passengers and tho crow remaining behind, 
taking their turns and behaving with the 
most perfect calmness. Then began a scene 
never to be forgotten. 
A stalwart man of 


2(; years, a Brost pilot, llareo by name, 
leaped into tho boat and took his stand 
among the oarsmen —planting himself firm- 
ly by straddling across the boat. 
Ho re- 


ceived in his arms the women and children 
who wero fiuug to him from the deck of thu 
steamorfwhen the ladders were overcrowded) 
as one might fling packets of merchandise. 
He received these packets, for we can givo 
no other name (o These human bodies, froz 
on as it were with fear, and laid them down 
in the bottom of tho boat. When this boat 
was full he transferred his services to an- 
other. 
Thus to preserve presence of mind 


when your boat is tossing under your feet, 
aiiel Women and children are rained down 
upon your head, is to show indeed a rare 
force of character. 


The Nonycgian bark being full, the other 


passengers wero transferreel to tho Italian 
vessel. In tho meantime tho sea had becomo 
more violent, and tho embarkation was at- 
tended with great danger. 
Many 
were 


brnisetl and wouuded by leaping into tho 
boats., Tho work of climbing ou board tho 
Eliza was fearful. 
The sailors threw out 


long spars, to which tho passengers clung 
until they wero pulled up to the deck. 
In 


this difficult ascent the struggling passengers 
would be dashed against the vessel's sides, 
and against each other, with great violence. 
The first lieutenant Itoberge, fell five times 
into tho water. His hands woro paralyzed 
so ho could not grasp tho spar. But tho s'iith 
time, by seizing it with his teeth, and by 
twining his legs around it, be was ruccess- 
fully hoisted aboard. Thecaptain was about 
the last to get on board. It was just at this 
moment thr.t the unfortunate M. Gan.y, 
second captain of Lho Air.criqnc, was lost. 
A sailor saw him fall into the water from tho 
bulwarks of tho stonuer. 
As he rosu his 


hoa-1 stm?k ono of thoboits. 
Ho stretched 


forth his bauds for a moment and then sank. 
Another sailor declares that Gnray was one 
of tho last to leave tho steamer, and that as 
ho was about descending to ono of lho small 
boats ho was knocked down by a mountain- 
ous wavo which swcnt over tho deck. 
"When 


it had passed 51. Garay had disappeared. 
Near tho spot nn arm was seen for an instant 
rehed abovo tho water and that was 
all."

well they may, tbat they deeply doploro thip, 
want of agreement among theso eminent 
officials. 
Tho committee is unable to d-cter- 


mino who is the really responsible parly, 
but condemns severely allot them for Iho 
manner in which, they have permitted the 
law to bo administered. 
They find that 


Boutwell and lUchardson aro honest and well 
meaning and that none of their associates 
havo been bribed. 


Honesty is by no meauy the onJy require- 


ment for high 
office. 
Secretaries of tho 


Treasury are selected not merely because 
they will riot steal, but because it is suppos- 
ed that they will protect tho iuterests of 
tho government. 
Boutwell, Richardson, 


Sawyer and Bauiield havo not done it and 
the continuance iu office of tho three latter 
is a disgrace to tho nation. Tho report of 
the committee is nu indictment of these 
officials, not for crime, but for gross and 
unpardonable neglect of duty. 


It is straugo lhiit~the government can be 


cheated out of largo sums of monoy right 
before tho eyes nnd by tho collusion of n 
Cabinet officer and an investigating com- 
mittee is unable to find out Iho guilty party.

nia paid out over $20,000,000 in dividends. 
Five pp.r cent of this sum, or one half mill 
ou eaoh one per cent, of dividend, wont to 
tha Btato, amounting to $l,303,023.:>r.. No- 
boj3y had to submit to tho inquisition of tho 
assessor; no ono was tempted to mako false 
returns (except the corporations;) no one 
had to undergo tho torture of putting his 
own in his own pocket and pulling there- 
from his own rnonoy to deliver with averted 
face to tho remorseless collector.

towii iu which such laud is situated, shall 
petition tho town council of such town to 
cause the grade ot" any such street or way:to 
be defined, said town council shall appoint 
throe discreet and disinterested persons, 
residents and lax payers of said town, com- 
missioners to define the grade pf su«h street 
or way ; mul which comiufusioners before 
entering upon the duties of their office, shall 
be sworn or engaged to the faithful discharge 
of the sftid trust. 


SEC. 1. The town council thereupon shall 


cause such notice as Raid council may deem 
best to bo given to all the owners of said land 
abutting on said street or way, 
to appear 


before said council, at tho time named iu 
such notice, if they shall see fit, and bo 
heard for or against receiving said report. 


SEC. '•). The town council shall, after hear- 


ing the persons appeariug to bo heard, pro- 
ceed to reject, confirm or recommit said re- 
port, in whole or iu part, to tho same or new 
commissioners, to bo appointed by said 
town council for that purpose, ivho shall re- 
vise said report, and make return thereof 
without delay to said town council; where- 
upon said town council shall reject or con- 
firm, or again Recommit the same, iu manner 
as aforesaid, us. right and justice shall re- 
quire. And if s'fcid report shall be confirmed, 
said town covmeil shall causo llio somo, to- 
gether with the -profile plat accompanying 
said report, to be" recorded.

street or highway, said defined grade shall 
bo the established grade of said street or 
highway ; but no action of said town coun- 
cil, by virtue of the provisions of this net, 
shall be construed to be a receiving or estab- 
lishing of auy such street or way ns a public 
street or highway. 


SEC. ii. Said commissioners shall bo en- 


titled to a reasonable compensation for their 
services, and for all sums of money expend- 
ed for said plat and other necessary dis- 
bursements, to he allowed b}' the town coun- 
cil, whether said report bo rejected, con- 
firmed or recommitted, to bo paid by said 
petitioner or petitiouerg, the amount of 
which shall bo equally apportioned aud as- 
sessed to such petitioners by the assessor of 
taxes j'^fcnd unless paid forthwith by said 
petitioners, shall bo added lo the tuxes as- 
sessed against said, real estate abutting on 
said platted street or way belonging to said 
petitioners, and the petitioners owning the 
same at the next 'annual assessment of 
taxes ; and shall bo nml remain a lion upon 
such real estate until it is paid, and shall be 
collected at the .snuio time and iu the same 
manner as the other taxes assessed against 
said petitioners, except in. cases where said 
petitioners are non residents of this state or 
United States, in which cases one year in ad- 
dition shall be allowed for the payment of 
tho same.
